Families celebrate 
lost loved ones at 
annual barbecue

Dozens of balloons were released 
into the cloudy skies above Bor¬ 
den Park yesterday to remember 
those who lost their lives to foul 
play, including a young teenager 
who simply loved life, said her 
mother. 

During an annual 
memorial barbecue to 
remember 13-year- 
old Nina Courtepatte, 
along with other 
homicide victims, 

Nina's mom, Peacha 
Atkinson, said the 
event gives her a 
chance to celebrate 
her daughter's life. 

"This is our way of 
having them with us 
for this one day, and it gives us a 
chance to have a picnic with them 
because they are not here any 
more," said Atkinson. 

Images of young adults and 
teenagers killed in incidents of 
crime, including Courtepatte's 
beaming smile, sat behind plates 
to illustrate their symbolic atten¬ 
dance. 

Dozens of other families shared 
laughter and hugs during the an¬

nual picnic that included music 


and other entertainment. 

Atkinson says releasing the bal¬ 
loons gives families the chance to 
communicate with their loved 
ones in Heaven "to show how 
much they miss them." 

"Hopefully, they will receive our 
messages," said Atkinson. 

Local businesses donated hot- 
dogs for the annual barbecue and 
funds were raised to support 
Nina's Dreams, a charity that 
helps aboriginal youths pursue 
their dreams and goals. 

The fund also helps victims' 
families with funeral costs. 

Atkinson, along 
with the Institute 
for the Advance¬ 
ment of Aboriginal 
Women, launched 
the charity in Nina's 
name at the barbe¬ 
cue last year. 

"For Father's Day, 
she would make 
sure that her dad got 
something to eat, 
even when he didn't 
want to," said Atkinson. 

Three out of five people charged 
in the crime have been convicted 
and sentenced in Courtepatte's 
death after she was raped and 
murdered on a golf course west of 
Edmonton. 

A 19-year-old woman, who was 
16 at the time of Courtepatte's 
death, is currently in court facing 
charges that include first degree 
murder.

Paralyzed woman files suit 


Class action being

An Alberta woman who 
claims her chiropractor par¬ 
alyzed her for life filed a 
class action suit for over half 
a billion dollars. 

In what is being called a 


landmark case, Sandra Nette 
alleges that a controversial

Greg Stilles ruptured two ar¬ 
teries in her neck and caused 
a cascade of strokes that left 
her paralyzed and unable to 
speak. She is only able to 
move her right arm and one 
eye.

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NDP downs 
merger idea 


Political science 
professor says 
move won't help

A decision by Alberta's New 
Democrats to not form a 
super left-wing party with 
the Liberals and the Greens 
won't turn into new votes in 
the next provincial election, 
says an Edmonton political 
scientist. 

After suffering a major de¬ 
feat by Alberta voters in 
March, an internal motion to 
unite with the Alberta Liber¬ 
als and the Green Party was 
overwhelmingly defeated at 
the New Democrats' annual 
convention in Calgary on the 
weekend. More than 95 per 
cent of the delegates voted 
against the motion, along 
with deciding to keep Brian 
Mason as NDP leader. 

"The message here is that 
the party is promoting ideo¬ 


logical purity over a prag¬ 
matic focus on actually win¬ 
ning political power," said 
Chaldeans Mensah, a politi¬ 
cal scientist at MacEwan 
College. 

Some MLAs within the 
Liberal party made sugges¬ 
tions to "unite the left" after 
both opposition parties suf¬ 
fered major defeats in the 
last election. Alberta Liberal 
Leader Kevin Taft also said it 
was an idea his party was 
considering. 

"The membership sent us 
a clear message today — the 
NDP will continue to stand 
for social justice and equal¬ 
ity," said Mason in a release. 
"We shall not sacrifice those 
values for a misguided sense 
of political unity." 

The NDP leader also chal¬ 
lenged his party to expand its 
base. 'As leader, I am com¬ 
mitted to winning seats in 
Calgary and other parts of 
Alberta," said Mason.

taxpayer-funded trips 

When Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay flew to British Co¬ 
lumbia in January he split his 
time between government 
business and two Tory 
fundraising gigs. Taxpayers 
footed the bill. 

When then-Indian affairs 
minister Jim Prentice flew to 
Nova Scotia to meet with 
provincial chiefs, he headlined 
a Conservative fundraising 
dinner in Prince Edward Is¬ 
land. Taxpayers paid for the 
trip. 

And when Fisheries Minis¬ 
ter Loyola Hearn jetted off 
from a Quebec fisheries forum 
to attend a government meet¬ 
ing in Manitoba, he guest- 


starred at a local Tory 
fundraising banquet. 

The federal Conservatives 
— elected on promises to be 
squeaky clean — are using 
government resources to help 
fill their election war chest. 

Torstar News Service easily 
found 25 examples of Tory 
ministers mixing fundraising 
and business by comparing 
government expense records 
with Conservative party no¬ 
tices of fundraising events. 
Each trip typically cost tax¬ 
payers several thousand dol¬ 
lars, though complete costs 
are not disclosed. 

Ministers maintain key 


government business was the 
reason for each journey. None 
provided proof of this, but 
some said the political events 
were just a happy coincidence. 
Besides, spokespeople say, this 
is the way it has always been 
done and the Liberals did it 
too. 

Democracy Watch co-ordi- 
nator Duff Connacher wants 
the government to clean up its 
act. 

"It's a privilege to travel the 
on taxpayers' dime, not a 
right. The (political) party 
should be paying for part of 
these trips," said Connacher.

Cross-border attacks 
prompt response 

Afghan President Hamid 
Karzai yesterday threatened to 
send troops into Pakistan to 
kill Taliban militants if they 
pursued cross-border attacks 
into Afghanistan. 

Pakistan said any action 
against militants on its soil 
would be undertaken only by 
its own forces. 

Self-proclaimed Pakistani 
Taliban leader Baitullah 


Mehsud and other Thliban of¬ 
ficials in recent weeks have 
vowed to send fighters into 
Afghanistan to battle Afghan 
and foreign forces.

Bush urges Brits 
to stay in Iraq 


Wants closest ally 
to keep troops 
until job is done 

U.S. President George W. 
Bush arrived in Britain yes¬ 
terday for what could be his 
last official visit as 
president, urging 
his close ally not to 
withdraw forces 
from Iraq unless 
conditions on the 
ground allowed. 

In an interview 
with a British newspaper 
ahead of his trip, Bush said 
while the United States and 
Britain obviously wanted to 
bring their troops home from 
Iraq soon, it should be done 
"based upon success" and not 
arbitrary timetables. 

Underlining the divisive¬ 


ness of the Iraq issue for 
Britons, thousands of pro¬ 
testers demonstrated outside 
parliament in central Lon¬ 
don, denouncing Bush and 
the five-year-old war. Several 
demonstrators were injured 
in scuffles with police and 
the authorities said 
they had arrested 
25 people. 

Bush, on the final 
stop of a European 
farewell tour, said al 
Qaeda militants had 
been defeated in 

Iraq. 

"They've been — we've 
routed them in Iraq," he said 
in an interview with Sky 
News. "That's not to say that 
they're not still dangerous or 
want to come back, but 
they've been routed."

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First-timers triumph 
at comics awards

W hether they've 
just entered the 
field or been 
pouring blood, sweat and 
tears for over 20 years, the 
winners of this year's Joe 
Shuster Awards all share one 
thing in common: An ear-to- 
ear smile. 

Twelve of the 13 Canadian 
comic book creator awards 
given out at the fourth an¬ 
nual ceremony in Toronto on 
Saturday night went to first¬ 
time winners, many of whom 
were humbled, yet expressed 
great appreciation for the 
recognition. 

"It's an honour on just an 
enormously grand scale," said 
Cecil Castellucci, an ex-Mon- 
trealer now living in Los An¬ 
geles, who took home the 
outstanding Canadian comic 
book writer award. 

"Plain Janes is my first 
book, but I love comics and I 
love writing comics, so I feel 
like it's a real nod of encour¬ 
agement to have a lifelong ca¬ 
reer in comics." 

Veteran illustrator Dale 
Eaglesham, a resident of Van- 
kleek Hill, Ont., between Ot¬ 
tawa and Montreal, called 
winning the outstanding 
Canadian artist award, pri¬ 
marily for his work on DC 
Comics' critically acclaimed 
series, Justice Society Of 
America: "the highlight of my 
career."

my butt off in this industry, it 
was really nice to get ac¬ 
knowledged like that," Eagle¬ 
sham added. 

"It was very stiff competi¬ 
tion and I'm really, really flat¬ 
tered that they chose me." 

Another excited first-time 
winner was Toronto's Jeff 


Lemire, who took home out¬ 
standing Canadian cartoonist 
honours for his work on the 
first two volumes of his Essex 
County Trilogy: Tales From 
The Farm and Ghost Stories. 

"It's certainly an honour to 
put in the same breath as 
people like (fellow nominees) 
Darwyn Cooke and Bryan 
Lee O'Malley and Julie 
Doucette," Lemire said. 

"I've been working a long 
time at it and it's nice that the 
last year or so I've finally got¬ 
ten something out there that 
people are picking up on." 

A rare outstanding 
achievement award was 
given to David Watkins, a 
comic book artist and history 
teacher at Toronto's Weston 
Collegiate Institute, who has 
racked up a lot of honours re¬ 
cently for his ingenious use of 
comics as a teaching tool. 

Watkins said that while he 
loved being given the teacher 
of the year nod from Niagara 
University as well as the 
prestigious Governor Gen¬ 
eral's Award, the Joe Shuster 
Award, named for the Cana¬ 
dian co-creator of Superman, 
is closer to his heart. 

"I've been a comic geek a 
lot longer than I've been a 
teacher, so (a Joe Shuster 
Award) ranks very high," 
Watkins said. 

The only non-first-timer 
on Saturday was Montreal's 
Drawn And Quarterly, which 
won its third consecutive 
award for outstanding Cana¬ 
dian publisher.

Coldplay sold 125,000 copies 
of its new album on the first 
day of release in Britain, a 
solid tally industry experts 
say should be music to the 
band's ears and those of its 
ailing record label, EMI. 

Viva La Vida Or Death And 
All His Friends now looks 
certain to top the album 
chart, according to the Offi¬ 
cial Charts Company that 
tracks record sales. 

"Coldplay are an interna¬ 
tional act... and these sales 
figures in the U.K. are the 
first indication of how the 
album will be received, and 
EMI will be very pleased," 
said the charts company 
managing director Martin 


Talbot. 

Late on Thursday, lead 
singer Chris Martin walked 
out of an interview on BBC's 
Radio 4, saying he was "not 
really enjoying this" and ac¬ 
cusing his interviewer of 
"twisting" his words. He also 
rejected the description of 
the new album as "morbid." 

In a separate BBC inter¬ 
view on Friday, the husband

There are a lot 
of things Swingtown gets 
right, and a lot it gets 
wrong, but it’s already 
working with a handicap as

the near-definitive retro¬ 
spective take on the decade 
has already been made — 
Ang Lee’s 1997 movie ver¬ 
sion of Rick Moody’s novel 
The Ice Storm. 

There’s a distinct network 
cheesiness to Swingtown 
that actually gives it a 
rather mind-blowing ap¬ 
proximation of what 
Moody’s novel might have 
been like if it were a ’ 70 s TV 
series and not a book. Thirty 
years ago, CBS would have 
been obliged to be a lot 
more moralistic in its treat¬ 
ment of the Millers, Bruce 
and Susan, who haul them¬ 
selves a couple of notches 
up the middle-class ladder 


and find themselves in the 
well-upholstered lap of the 
sexual revolution, courtesy 
of their sexy new neigh¬ 
bours, Tom and Trina 
Decker, aided by Trina’s col¬ 
lection of bathing suits and 
Tom’s very suggestive Harry 
Reems moustache. 

Today, however, CBS is 
playing catch-up with the 
Joneses — Showcase, FX, 

HBO and AMC, with their 
critically acclaimed hour- 
long dramas, and they’re 
determined to get a piece of 
that audience, broheem. 
They’ve come out swinging 
— pun intended — but there 
are a lot of wrong notes. 
Everything moves too fast, 
for one — episode one ends 
with the Millers already 
trailing the Deckers into the 
bedroom at their 4 th of July 
party, overcoming their ini¬ 
tial misgivings about this vi¬ 
olation of their marriage 
vows without much of a 
backwards glance. The pac¬ 
ing feels a bit frog-marched, 
and some of the characteri¬ 


zations — especially Miriam 
Shor as Janet Thompson, 
Susan’s uptight soon-to-be- 
former-best friend — far too 
tidy. 

They also treat us to Fleet- 
wood Mac’s Go Your Own 
Way blaring from a radio at 
a teenage beach party, when 
the single wouldn’t be re¬ 
leased until that Christmas. 
The choice of nearly wall-to- 
wall soundtrack tunes — 
Captain & Tennille, Bowie, 
Chicago, Rita Coolidge — 
also feels a bit obvious, and 
I wonder if procuring the 
rights for all of this Top 40 
tunage will either make the 
DVD box set too pricey, or 
prompt the last-minute sub¬ 
stitution of cheesy cover ver¬ 
sions. 

One thing they got right, 
at least, is that junior high 
girls were tough — far 
tougher than the boys, and I 
have the mental scars to 
prove it.
